The Origin of the Seal 


Tech, for fifteen years after its birth in 1901, with all its ensuing successes, had the 
humiliation of being far behind {ts rivals, in that she possessed no official seal. When this 
deplorable condition of affairs was recognized, a request was published for designs for the 


seal. The first attempt was futile but the matter was reconsidered a few years later. 


Out of the many designs that were submitted, the G. O. selected the seal representing 
a “T”, held by Tubal Cain, who, as we are told in the fourth chapter of Genesis, was 
“‘an instructor of every artifice in brass and iron.” When C. A. Smith, the designer, 
had remedied a few imperfections, this design was declared the official school seal, and 
thereafter, an impression of it was to be used on diplomas, class pins, and official school 


documents. 


Although we are no longer known as the ““Technical’” High School of the city, 
our manual training courses were the chief selectives given at the time the seal was chosen, 
and surely, no character could have been selected whose occupation would have been more 


in accord with our curriculum. 
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Che History of Cech 


The history of Tech may be said to date as far back as 1885, when Professor C. H. 
Koyl, an instructor of physics at Central High School, secured a work bench and a few 
tools, and gave instructions in shop practice to those of his pupils who were willing to devote 
some of their time to this purpose. The success of this course of instruction was so marked 
that the following year Mr. W. G. Wesson, a graduate of the Worchester Polytechnic 
Institute, was appointed as instructor. 


The innovation of a manual training course continued to attract students until the peo- 
ple of Washington realized that a high school providing a manual training course was of 
vital’ importance to the community. Therefore, in 1887, a larger shop was organized at 
624 O Street, under the direction of Mr. J. A. Chamberlain, and at the same time, Miss 
E. S. Jacobs organized the first cooking classes. As the number of students continued to in- 
crease, the building next door, at 626 O street, was leased to provide more room. 


The next step in the progress of manual training was the organization of a regular 
technical course at Central High School in September, 1893. Previous to this time, the 
manual training course had been elective, but it was now introduced as a required subject. 
To make room for the manual training course, history was dropped. Unlike the manual 
training plan of several years ago, the shop courses were to be taken for four years. The 
shops offered the first year were pattern shop and mechanical drawing; second year, forge 
shop and mechanical drawing; third year, mould shop and mechanical drawing; and the 
fourth year, chemistry and any other shop. 


While the students were being instructed in a very inadequate fashion in these rented 
buildings, various groups of citizens undertook the task of obtaining from Congress, the mon- 
ey for erecting a suitable building-so that a technical course could be taught in one building 
instead of the widely separated shops then used. The attempts of these people to prove the 
necssity of having a new building were not in vain, for between 1897 and 1899, Con- 
gress appropriated a total of $195,000 for the construction of a technical high school. 
However, the actual building of the school did not begin until October 1900. 


When the school year began in September, 1901, the building had not yet been com- 
pleted, so it was decided to organize a manual training high school at Central as an 
independent institution. This was to have a separate principal and faculty from that of 
Central; Mr. A. I. Gardner was appointed principal and remained in that office until 1906, 


The school had not yet received its official name, but was designated as Manual 
Training School No. 1. About two hundred and forty students were assigned to the rooms 
at Central, and fifteen students were graduated that year. The only teachers of the present 
faculty who taught at Central are Mr. White and Mr. Mattern. 


In September, 1902, the building at Seventh and Rhode Island Avenue was occu- 


pied. On January 29, following, it was formally dedicated as the McKinley Manual 
Training High School, and the keys were presented to Mr. Gardner. 

The school's popularity was so marked that it soon became evident that steps would 
have to be taken to prevent the enrollment from growing with greater rapidity than the 
building itself. By 1906, the attendance had increased to such an extent that the Board 
ot Education issued orders to the teachers of the grammar schools not to encourage 
students to come to Tech. 

In 1908, Congress, convinced that the building must be enlarged, appropriated 
enough money to make the first addition which consisted of the assembly hall, pattern 
shop, drawing and cooking departments, and the south stairway. In 1911, the section 
which originally ended with room 112 on the Rhode Island Avenue side, was extended 
to Marion Street. For eight years the building remained unchanged until in 1919, the 
mould shop was added, completing the McKinley Technical High School. 


The need for a larger school still persisted, so in October, 1921, a Greater Tech 
Committee was formed and in 1923, the present site of the school was purchased. In 
1925, Congress passed the Five Year Building Program which provided for the appro- 
priation of $12,500,000 to be used in constructing and equipping Washington schools. 
Out of this fund, a new Tech was authorized, at a cost not to exceed $2,250,000, 
exclusive of grounds and equipment. 

On June 23, 1926, ground was broken for the erection of the new school. The 
excavation began in the following July and in a comparatively short time the foundation 
was laid. | Two years of continuous labor completed a ‘‘great monument of education” 


known as the new McKinley High School.
